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Continuation of 2. NOTE: Applicant has amended independent claims 1, 9, 16, and 17 to recite a ratio of a first voltage applied to a first 
pixel electrode and a second voltage applied to a second pixel electrode. Specifically, the addition of "a step for applying a first voltage to 
the first pixel electrode and applying a second voltage to the second pixel electrode, such that a ratio of the first voltage and second 
voltage is from 0.5:1.0 to 0.9:1.0" requires further search and consideration because this limitation had not been previously introduced 
into the method claims. A search required for a device claim is not necessarily the same as a search required for a new combination of 
elements in a method claim. Specifically, search and consideration of the said "step" for applying said voltages will require the Examiner 
to consider a new combination of elements with respect to the method claims. . 
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
